With only three shots on the day and down 1-0 by halftime, a second-half 
surge by the ‘Niners (8-7-3, 2-3-3 Big West) came up just short of extending 
their season as they fell 2-1 to the Highlanders (7-12-1, 4-4-0 Big West). 

“We were so close, but it’s disappointing not to close it out at home, honestly,” 


head coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. 


Before the game had concluded, UC Santa Barbara and Cal State Fullerton 
lost their respective games, meaning that the Big West’s third seed was entirely 
dependent on the winner between LBSU and UCR. 

The 49ers fell behind UCR quickly. The Highlanders were awarded two cor- 


ner kicks within the first five minutes 
and capitalized on LBSU’s slow start 
shortly after. 

Only 10 minutes had passed in the 
match before UCR took an early lead. Midfielder Amber Ma- 
rani put up a free kick that found its way to the forehead of forward Tyler Cun- 
ningham, who proceeded to net the ball with a perfectly-executed header that 
put the Highlanders up 1-0. 

“T think we came out in the first half, we came out a little bit hesitant, and you 
can’t do that in a game like this,” Ingrassia said. “And combine that with the 
wind [being] against us a little bit, and that was a little bit of a factor.” 

The ‘Niners took the field in the second half looking a lot more energized and 
competed for possession more. Even so, Cunningham managed to extend the 
Highlanders’ lead with another goal just six minutes after halftime.

Students to 

spend a day 
in veterans’ 
shoes

A man wheels himself across cam- 
pus. A woman claims there’s a constant 
ringing in her ears. A student wearing 
black glasses lightly taps the ground to 
make sure the coast is clear. 

Cal State Long Beach students will 
have a chance to experience the life of 
an injured veteran at the event “A Day 
in Our Shoes” during Veterans Week, a 
week designed to commemorate cam- 
pus veterans, according to Christopher 
Vickery, Associated Students Inc. sec- 
retary of disability affairs. 

“[This event] is going to give them a 
more psychological perspective,” Vick- 
ery said. “What we’re doing is more of 
a personal enlightenment for people 
who are wanting to do the event. It al- 
lows them to evaluate [how their peers 
live].” 

At Wednesday’s event, students will 
tell the front desk attendant in the ASI 
Government Office a disability they 
are interested in experiencing. Partici- 
pants will then be provided with props 
to simulate the chosen disability. 

According to Vickery, some of 
the disabilities — which will include 
schizophrenia, paraplegia, cerebral 
palsy and distorted vision — will re- 
quire students to RSVP and last a 
shorter amount of time. 

Reservations for paraplegia have 
been filled, but Vickery said there are 
walk-in experiences available through- 
out the event. Walk-in disabilities will 
include visual impairment, hearing im- 
pairment and writing disability.

Student, ‘Old Fire’ survivor 
bases thesis on wildfires

When the San Bernardino “Old Fire” 
destroyed the childhood home of 16-year- 
old Catherine Adkins in 2003, she and her 
grandmother were left with nothing. 

Now Adkins, a graduate student 
in Cal State Long Beach’s masters in 


social work program, is working on a 
thesis inspired by her tragic experience 
and based on the long-term impacts of 
wildfires on their survivors. 

Adkins said that for her thesis, she 
will compare the wildfire’s psychologi- 
cal and emotional effects on her old 
classmates and herself. She will use 
the comparison to determine whether 
her obstacles caused by the fire are 
typical of wildfire victims. 

Now 26 years old, Adkins said she still 
experiences post-traumatic stress disorder- 
like symptoms, because of the Old Fire. 


“Before, there were wildfires all the 
time, so they never really affected me,” 
Adkins said. “But now, if I smell it and 
there’s ash in the air, I feel all those 
emotions rush back to me at once.” 

Adkins said she was on her way 
home from Target when she saw. the 
Old Fire approaching her home. The 
fire set ablaze in the San Bernardino 
Mountains and scorched 91,281 acres, 
according to the San Bernardino 
County Fire Department website. 

Adkins said there was no time to 
salvage any of her belongings. 

“When it first happened, I was devas- 
tated,” she said. “I was homeless. I didn’t 
have anything. All my belongings were

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Students will also be given an exit sur- 
vey to fill out after returning the props. 

Following the event, Director of Vet- 
eran Affairs Marshall Thomas will give 
a speech on post-traumatic stress disor- 
der and mild and traumatic disabilities 
in University Student Union, Room 205 
from 3 to 4 p.m., according to Vickery. 

Thomas said that 20 to 30 percent of 
people who have served in the military 
might have PTSD or a traumatic brain 
injury and that he wants to help veter- 
ans in any way he can, whether it be 
through counseling, medical treatment 
or just enabling others to understand. 

PTSD, Thomas said, is not limited 
to veterans but is a natural reaction to 
an unnatural occurrence that can be 
experienced by anyone. 

“TSay] you’ve been in a car accident 
... Next time you get back into a car 
and you’re driving again, you tend to 
drive a lot differently,” Thomas said. 
“Over time, that typically will go 
away ... The problem with [military- 
related] PTSD is that it’s something 
that doesn’t go away as easily as some- 
thing like a car accident.” 

“A Day in Our Shoes” dates back to 
the ‘70s when Steve Horn was univer- 
sity president, according to Peter Per-

bix, disabled student services coordi- 
nator of support services and advising. 

“The idea is to have people that are 
able-bodied see what it feels like to 
have a disability,” Perbix said. “Usu- 
ally [it’s] a physical disability, but in 
more modern times, we have different 
ways of simulating more of a psycho- 
logical or learning disability.” 

Perbix, who uses a wheelchair, said he 
wants participants to gain more under- 
standing through experience. 

“I want them to understand ... how 
difficult it is to open a door, how dif- 
ficult it is to do some of the more basic 
things that most people do,” he said. 
“(This is] to see, ona daily basis, some 
of the challenges that are faced.” 

Perbix said that after maneuvering 
a wheelchair for about an hour or two, 
some students will feel exhausted. 

“Their arms are going to feel like 
they’re going to fall off ... and the first 
time they get to a little bit of a hill that 
they never thought was a big deal ... 
they’d go, ‘Wow,*” Perbix said. “It il- 
lustrates quickly what the issue is.” 

The event will take place on Wednes- 
day from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Students may 
check out props from the ASI Govern~ 
ment Office in USU, Room 311.

CSULB Center for 
Criminal Justice 
awarded $2.4 
million in grants

Cal State Long Beach’s Center for 
Criminal Justice has been awarded $2.4 
million in grants to help support ongoing 
professional law enforcement education. 

The California Commission on 
Peace Officer Standards and Training 
(POST), an organization that certi- 
fies police academies across the state, 
awarded the CSULB Center for Crimi- 
nal Justice (CCJ) two grants, one of 
$353,000 and the other $2 million, ac- 
cording to a CSULB press release.

The graduate student said that she 
overcame the material loss, but she still 
wishes her family could have saved photo 
albums, yearbooks and her grandmother’s 
wedding ring from the fire. She and her 
grandmother, who raised Adkins, moved 
in with her aunt after the fire, but she 
longed for the feeling of having a home. 

Adkins said, however, that the severe 
losses made her more grateful for the 
help she later received. Teachers, eager 
to help their students affected by the Old 
Fire, created a fund to provide students 
with gift cards to grocery and depart- 
ment stores. With the donated money, 


The awards are intended to help fund 
the Sherman Block Supervisory Lead- 
ership Institute (SLI) and a three-week 
management course to help lieutenants 
with their transition to becoming law 
enforcement managers, according to 
Ron Mark, director of the CCJ. 

“1 know this SLI grant is probably one 
of the largest [grants],” said Mark, who is 


POST-certified law enforcement officer 
that is designed to help police officers 
master their skills in the field and move up 
to the next level. 

“When sergeants get promoted to lieu- 
tenants, then become managers ... the 
whole scope of work changes,” Mark said. 

Mark also said that because the SLI 
contract belongs exclusively to CSULB, 
the center is able to provide training 
throughout California. He said that 
CSULB provides the largest class of- 
ferings compared to the other campuses 


Adkins was able to buy socks, shoes and 

other simple items that she said allowed 

her to feel like a normal teenager again. 
“I’ve never appreciated a container of 


nail polish more in my life,’ Adkins said. 


She was also thankful for her aunt, 
who took out a loan to rebuild her and 
her grandmother’s house on the same 
property where it burned down. She 
said her grandmother suffered a stroke 
after the fire but survived long enough 
to see the house rebuilt. 

Adkins’ grandmother died a year 
after she started college. The gradu- 
ate student said she attributes her hard 
work to her grandmother, who still 
keeps her going each day. 

“My grandmother’s one thing was 
that as long as I do my best, she’s 
going to be proud of me and love me,” 
Adkins said. “So that’s what I do 


that provide the management course.

Mark said the center was awarded the

“We kind of act 
as a conduit between the education and 
research part, and the boots on the ground 
out there in the workforce.”

Adkins said that after earning her 
master’s degree, she hopes to continue 
helping0 people, especially older adults. 
She said she has a special passion for the 
elderly because of her grandmother; after 
receiving her bachelor’s degree, she took 
time off from school to work in afford- 
able housing and with the elderly. 

Adkins anticipates finding a thesis 
adviser in the summer.

sunman 
targeted 
several 
TSA agents 


The man authorities allege opened 
fire inside Los Angeles International 
Airport on Friday “made the conscious 
decision” to try to kill multiple TSA 
employees, according to a federal crim- 
inal complaint. 

Ina handwritten letter found in a bag 
recovered from the scene, authorities 
say suspect Paul Anthony Ciancia, 23, 
stated he would attempt to kill several 
Transportation "Security Administra- 
tion agents and wanted to “instill fear 
in your traitorous minds.” 

“His intent was very clear in his 
note,” David Bowdich, special agent 
in charge of the Counterterrorism Di- 
vision at the FBI’s Los Angeles office, 
said Saturday. “In that note he indicat- 
ed his anger and his malice toward the 
TSA officers.” 

One TSA agent, Gerardo Hernan- 
dez, 39, was killed and two more 
agents and at least one civilian were 
wounded during the shooting ram- 
page. Hernandez was the first TSA 
agent to be killed in the line of duty 
since the agency’s formation in the 
aftermath of 9/11. 

Ciancia, who was shot in the head 
and a leg, remains in critical condition 
at a local hospital. Authorities have 
been unable to interview him. Federal 
authorities have charged Ciancia with 
murder and with committing violence 
at an international airport. If convicted, 
the suspect could face life in prison or 
the death penalty. 

A law enforcement official told The 
Times that the letter resembled a “sui- 
cide note.” 

The gunman said he didn’t want 
to hurt anyone “innocent” only 
TSA agents. The note also mentioned 
“NWO,” a possible reference to the 
New World Order, a conspiracy theory 
that holds that forces are trying to cre- 
ate a totalitarian one-world govern- 
ment. 
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The shooter was apparently dropped 
off at LAX just after 9 a.m. Friday, au- 
thorities said, though they gave no details 
about the driver. The triggerman wore 
dark clothes and a bulletproof vest and 
had not purchased a ticket. He carried a 
Smith & Wesson .223-caliber M&P-15 
assault rifle, five loaded magazines and a 
trove of ammunition, Bowdich said. 

Hernandez was shot at point-blank 
range and crumpled to the floor, au- 
thorities said. The gunman rode up an 
escalator, turned around and noticed 
the bleeding man squirming. 

He went back and fired again, au- 
thorities said, killing Hernandez. 

After shooting Hernandez, au- 
thorities and witnesses said, the gun- 
man calmly fired his way through the 
screening area, all the while cursing 
TSA agents. He asked terrified bystand- 
ers: “Are you TSA?” If they answered 


no, he moved on. 

Some travelers ducked behind plant- 
ers and advertising kiosks to avoid gun- 
fire; others fled to taxiing planes. Airport 
police, who were “60 seconds behind the 
suspect,” according to airport Police 
Chief Patrick Gannon, shot the gunman 
in the leg and head near a food court. 

The rampage temporarily halted 
traffic at the nation’s third-busiest air- 
port, stranding thousands of passen- 
gers. Terminal 3, which houses Virgin 
America, JetBlue and other airlines, 
reopened Saturday afternoon. 

Investigators said they were combing 
Ciancia’s background for a possible mo- 
tive. The unemployed motorcycle me- 
chanic grew up in the Philadelphia sub- 
urb of Pennsville Township, N.J., where 
his father runs an auto body shop. 

The success of Salem County Col- 
lision afforded the family beach vaca- 
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tions, private school tuition for their 
children and renovations to their stately 
home, said longtime family friend 
Alan Levitsky. Some of the work on 
the house, ramps and an elevator, was 
done to accommodate a wheelchair for 
Ciancia’s mother, who suffered from 
multiple sclerosis, Levitsky said. She 
died in 2009. 

“Tt was tough on the kids,” he said. 

In recent years, Ciancia’s father 
had been training his son to take over 
the body shop, Levitsky said. In 2011, 
Ciancia graduated from the Motorcycle 
Mechanics Institute in Orlando, Fla., 
where he learned to fix Harley-David- 
sons. 

Ciancia moved to Los Angeles about 
18 months ago, said Allen J. Cummings, 
the Pennsville police chief, who is 
friends with Ciancia’s father. They had 
no indication Ciancia was struggling,

Cummings said, or that he may have 
harbored anti-government sentiments. 

“We don’t really know what hap- 
pened out West,’ Cummings said. “We 
don’t know where he got his ideas or 
where that came from.” 

By Friday, Cummings said, Ciancia 
had sent text messages to his brother 
and sister, indicating that he wanted 
to harm himself. His sister alerted the 
Los Angeles Police Department, Cum- 
mings said, but officers visited his 
apartment and said they found nothing 
amiss. 

Later that day, with news crews 
swarming LAX, Ciancia’s father called 
Cummings. “I’m watching TV,” he told 
the chief, “and I think this is my son at 
the airport.”

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Students should learn of the dangers in pink products 


When someone buys a pink or 
pink-ribbon product, part of the pro- 
ceeds from the product’s purchase 
usually goes toward funding breast * 
cancer research.

-Calif.) before Congress votes on a

“Companies don’t have to prove 
that their products are safe,” Choice 
U.S.A. Director Jessica Ross said. 
“[They] are fooling so many people.” 

Choice U.S.A. said that pink 
products as simple as nail polish 
contain cancer-causing chemicals. 

According to Ross, companies 
that sell pink products use the pink 
logo more for promoting products 
than spreading cancer awareness. 

We support Choice U.S.A.’s cam- 
paign in trying to inform the public 
about pink products and the dangers 
that some of them may pose. 

Although bringing attention to 
this facet of pink products may 


help some students, we believe that most would largely ignore the 


information if it was given to them. 


Telling someone to stop using their favorite nail polish because it 
contains cancer-causing chemicals may not enact any real change. 

Disagreeing with Ross, OPI Products Inc. Chemist Paul Bryson said 
that campaigns started by organizations like Choice U.S.A. are flawed.

Bryson said the amount of cancer-causing chemicals in OPI’s 
products are “immeasurably small.” He said one would have to drink 
five bottles of nail polish per day for the chemicals to be lethal. 

Yes, we agree that putting any amount of cancer-causing 
chemicals in everyday products — especially pink products — is 
misleading. Because the concentration of cancer-causing chemicals _ this campaign. 


is so low, however, the threat to one’s health is much less, meaning 
fewer people would fight use of these chemicals.

Anniversary of Iranian Hostage Crisis should inspire world leaders 


Nov. 4, 1979, was a day that forever changed 
relations between the U.S. and Iran. 

Thirty-four years ago, a group of 500 Iranian 
students stormed the U.S. Embassy in Tehran and 
took more than 50 Americans hostage, according 
to the U.S. State Department. 

The event, later deemed the Iranian Hostage 
Crisis, resulted in 52 Americans being held hos- 
tage for 444 days, according to CNN. 

The Iranian Hostage Crisis occurred after the 
Iranian Revolution of 1979, when Islamic funda- 
mentalists overthrew the U.S.-supported Shah, 
according to the U.S. State Department. 

This event, coupled with then-President Jimmy 
Carter’s decision to allow the Shah to receive 
cancer treatment in the U.S., helped fuel anti- 
American sentiment. 

As a result of these events, some Iranians 
felt it necessary to storm the U.S. Embassy 
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and take action against an already-unpopular 
U.S. 

While the hostage event was easily the 
lowest point of relations between the U.S. 
and Iran, it’s absolutely necessary that both 
countries look forward and learn from this 
experience. 

The Iran of 1979 is not 
the Iran of 2013. 

To think Iran cannot 
learn from its past mistakes 
is foolish. 

Following the recent election of Iranian 
President Hassan Rouhani, it’s time to forge a 
lasting peace. 

A failure to break through diplomatically could 
cost President Barack Obama an opportunity that 
previous U.S. presidents like Jimmy Carter and 
Ronald Reagan never had. 
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In order to understand the significance and the 
reasoning behind the Iranian Hostage Crisis, one 
must examine the degradation of U.S.-Iranian 
relations beginning in the 1950s. 

Earlier this year, the U.S. finally acknowl- 
edged its role in deposing former Iranian 
Prime Minister Mohammed 
Mosaddeq in a coup d’état. 

The coup, which occurred 
on Aug. 19, 1953, was a result 
of a joint effort between the 
CIA, British intelligence 
operatives and the Iranian military, according 
to History.com. 

Reasoning behind the coup included fears that 
Mossadeq had communist leanings and would 
eventually form an alliance with the Soviet 
Union, according to History.com. 

As aresult of the coup, Mohammed Reza 
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Pahlevi, formally known as the Shah of Iran, 
took power and gave approximately 40 percent of 
Iran’s oil lands to the U.S. 

While the U.S.-assisted Iranian coup should 
never be used as justification for taking Ameri- 
cans hostage, it’s easy to see why some Iranians 
despised the U.S. 

The past 34 years of relations between the U.S. 
and Iran have been strained. 

It comes as no shock that former Iranian 
President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad and former 
President George W. Bush didn’t get along. 

Although no words can ever mend the emotion- 
al pain suffered by U.S. hostages, it’s crucial that 
both countries move on from the past and try to 
create a lasting peace. 

After all, the window for change is closing.

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Five years later, Pres. Obama may leave a mixed legacy in office 


When Sen. Barack Obama (D-IIl.) became 
president five years ago, the U.S. had voted for a 
change of pace after eight years of former Presi- 
dent George W. Bush. 

Since that time, Obama has promised to reduce 
U.S. military presence throughout the world, reduce 
health care costs and fix the American economy. 

In some respects, Obama has kept his prom- 
ises, albeit with mixed results. In other respects, 
however, Obama has also done the opposite of 
what he promised. 

With three years left in his second term, 
Obama can close the second half of his presiden- 
cy by accomplishing his campaign promises. 

One of the biggest priorities for Obama has 
been the reduction of U.S. military presence in a 
post 9/11 world. 

In spite of international terrorism, Obama has 
scaled back operations in Iraq and Afghanistan. 


Domestically, Obama has not kept his prom- 
ises regarding the increased surveillance due to 
the Patriot Act. 

Since former NSA contractor Edward Snowden 
leaked to the media the extent of the federal govern- 
ment’s surveillance, the National Security Agency 
and Obama have come 
under much scrutiny for far 
reaching electronic surveil- 
lance programs. 

Also, when Obama 
signed the Affordable Care Act into law in 2010, 
he angered many conservatives across the aisle. 

As Americans begin signing up for healthcare 
programs, problems on the federal website have left 
many Americans struggling to find credible informa- 
tion about their new healthcare plans. 

The added healthcare costs in the short term 
are sure to affect the nation’s economy in the

second half of Obama’s time in office. 

A major part of Obama’s campaign involved 
strengthening the middle class by ending tax 
loopholes for corporations and cutting tax ben- 
efits for the wealthiest Americans. 

While Obama and a coalition of Democrats passed 
the Dodd-Frank Wall Street 
financial reform bill, some 
argue that more financial 
reform is necessary. 

Obama also said he 
would raise income taxes on families making 
more than $250,000 per year. 

Instead, Obama compromised and increased 
taxes only for families making more than 
$450,000 per year. 

Meanwhile, large corporations continue to 
make use of corporate tax loopholes, with oil 
companies continuing to pull in huge profits. 


While the president continues to deal with 
the nation’s other policies like immigration and 
energy, many of the issues that Obama has tried 
to fix have seen mixed results. 

The questionable results do not provide for 
long-term solutions, which continue to plunge the 
nation into debt. 

While some economists argue that the added debt 
has little effect on the economy, other economists 
argue that U.S. interest rates could rise if it contin- 
ues to spend more money than it collects in taxes. 

With little interest in creating more taxes or 
spending less by cutting important programs like 
social security, it remains to be seen if Obama 
will make good on all of his promises without 
compromising somewhere else.

U.S. Supreme Court should not hear “I (Heart) Boobies” case

one of great importance that requires nothing less 
than the collective knowledge and experience of 
the court. 

With this in mind, it is farcical that the Su- 
preme Court is being asked to decide whether 
“boobies” counts as lewd or obscene language 
and if its use should be banned from schools, ac- 
cording to the Los Angeles Times. 

That’s right. The Eastern Area School District 


voted on Tuesday to ask the Supreme Court about 
whether the bracelet “I (Heart) Boobies” should 
be banned from schools. 

To put some context to this unique episode, this 
debate actually began in 2010 when two middle 
school girls, Kayla Martinez 
and Brianna Hawk, wore the 
bracelets despite a district 
ban and were suspended, ac- 
cording to the LA Times. 

The girls and their families sued the district with 
help from the American Civil Liberties Union and 
the case has been in deliberation in the U.S. 3rd 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the past three years. 

In a vote of 7-1, the district decided to send the 
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case to the Supreme Court in hopes the court will 
make a ruling. 

I doubt that the Supreme Court will even look at 
the case, as the case is so trivial and insignificant 
that for the court would waste its time in deliberat- 
ing over this. 

The Supreme Court exists 
to act as the final judge ina 
case or issue that may violate 
parts of the Constitution. 

With only two people suing the district over 
something as ridiculous as a wrist band, it seems 
unlikely that the Court will take the case. 

It’s not the job of the Supreme Court to decide 
school policy. That responsibility should remain 


with individual school districts 

The school district should be able to make and 
enforce its own policies without having to go to 
the Supreme Court to justify them. 

Also, the local courts should be competent 
enough to make a decision on something so trivial. 

School districts and lower courts need to make 
decisions by themselves because they cannot de- 
pend on the Supreme Court to solve all the little 
questions for them. 

A case as simple as this one reflects poorly on 
the lower court system in general.

A new generation of gaming is com- 
ing with new ways to play and experi- 
ence virtual worlds like never before. 

By the month’s end, Sony and Mi- 
crosoft will release their new consoles, 
marking the end of the Xbox 360 and 
Playstation 3 era. 

According to retailer websites and 
the gaming companies, the Playstation 
4 will release on Nov. 15, and the Xbox 
One will be available one week later, on 
Nov. 22. : 

The PlayStation 4 (PS4) is a slightly 
more powerful system sporting more 
memory and‘graphical-eapabilities. The 
Xbox One, on the other hand, has an 


unmatched online gaming service. This 
past year, marketing strategies have 
been ramped up and it seems Sony will 
have an edge with consumers in this 
new gaming generation. 

Jose Torres, a sophomore finance ma- 
jor and Xbox 360 fan, said “The PS4 is 
$100 less with better specs, and the on- 
line service with monthly free games 
and discounts only sweetens the deal.” 

He also said that many of his peers 
are switching to the PS4 so he doesn’t 
see the point in buying a gaming system 
when he would have no one to play with. 

Many consumers jumped ship from 
the Xbox bandwagon when it an- 
nounced a used game policy that would 
have prevented people from sharing 
games. 

The policy, which would have hurt 
rental businesses like GameFly, in- 
tended for each disc to be locked to one 
console and a new fee to be charged in 
order to use a game on another system. 

In effort to appease consumers, Mi- 
crosoft reversed its policies, however, 
some consumers still remain skeptical, 
according to Game Informer magazine. 

Chris Mendoza, a freshman graphic 


design and art major, said that he refus- 
es to go back to the Xbox brand because 
he feels that the policies Microsoft cre- 
ated for the new system could ruin 
gaming for him. He said that although 
the policies were removed to try to quell 
consumers’ uproar, he thinks there is a 
chance they may return. 

“Sony is the place you want to go for 
games, and Microsoft’s new focus on a 
TV gaming hybrid isn’t for me either,” 
Mendoza said. 

Sony has done a lot to revamp their 
online services and operating system to 
compete with the Xbox One. In collab- 
oration with game designers, it built a 
system that would easily accommodate 
developments and allow companies to 
bring higher quality games to the sys- 
tem. 

Microsoft’s Xbox One will still see 
some of those newer games, but its shift 
to a TV-gaming hybrid has caused a di- 
vide among: gamers: . 

“J watch a lot of TV and I like to play 
games so these new services are great 
for me, “ said Lamar Strong, a sopho- 
more audio engineering major. “I take 


breaks from gaming to watch Hulu, 


Netflix or whatever’s on TV while I’m 
studying and when I’m done, | can 
switch right back to gaming.” 

Rachel Williamson, a junior English 
major, expressed her dislike for Xbox 
One’s hybrid features. 

“They’re emphasizing putting stuff 
in the cloud too much and merging ev- 
erything into one console,” Williamson 
said. “Rather than trying to make some 
crazy hybrid juke box, I’d rather they 
just improved my gaming experience.” 

Although she is an Xbox fan, Wil- 
liamson said that she admits the PS4 
looks like it’s making better advance- 
ments and will have improved, more 
exclusive games, that will only appear 
on PS4 and no other console. 

The two gaming consoles will be re- 
leased by the month’s end, just in time 
for the holiday season. For more than 6 
years, gamers everywhere have been 
impatiently waiting for what the new 
console generation has in store. Sony 
and Microsoft both claim that pre-or- 
ders have been sold out, which could 
make this the biggest console launch in 
gaming history, according to Microsoft 
and Sony:

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Long Beach State comes up short in upset bid of No. 15 Hawaii 


The ‘Niners battle but 
can’t take down the 
Wahine in a 3-1 loss.

One month ago, after the Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball team 
lost to Hawaii at the Walter Pyramid, 
libero Tyler Jackson said something 
that summed up the night for the 49ers: 
“The most disappointing thing tonight 
is losing but knowing that we could’ve 
won.” 

A similar fate unraveled inside Ha- 
waii’s Stan Sherriff-Center of almost 
8,000 fans on Saturday, as the Rain- 
bow Wahine halted the 49ers’ winning 
streak by snatching a close four-game 
match, ending with scores of 25-27, 25- 
19, 25-18 and 25-22." : 

Both teams started the night going 
neck-in-neck with nine tie scores and 
five lead changes. After an uncontested 
Nikki Taylor kill at 8-8, the Wahine’s 
momentum put them up four points. As 
the end came close at 18-23, Bre Mackie 
revived her team with three kills. 

After Hartong ‘s high velocity kill 
gave her team a set point, the 49ers 
went on a five-point run to give them- 
selves a 25-24 lead. Hartong tried to 
steal the win with another fast kill, but 
Delainey Aigner-Swesey and Chisom 
Okpala each had kills and ended the set 
at 27-25.

The 49ers trailed the entire second set 
by as much as seven points but came close 
to stealing a lead after a five-point run put 
them at 18-20. Bad passes allowed the 
Wahine to capture the last four points of 
the game, ending the set at 19-25. 


Troubles with consistency and confi- 


dence allowed the Wahine to dominate 


the pivotal third set with a 10-point 
lead, ending the’set at 18-25. 
Redemption would’ve been the per- 
fect word for the fourth set, as the 49ers 
held onto a comfortable 17-12 lead and 
looked to be on their-way: to forcing a 
fifth set. After a 49er missed serve, 
though, the Wahine brought themselves

out from a deep hole with five kills and 
tied the score at 18-18. 

Intensity and emotions skyrocketed 
as five tie scores occurred and commo- 
tion from the 49ers over supposed bad 
calls caused the head referee to bring 
out penalty cards. 

“In a marginal situation, if calls go 


in your favor, you win the set,” head 
coach Brian Gimmillaro said. “I know 
[the referees] did their best, but I had to 
express my opinion on the situation.” 

A Mackie kill reserved hope at 22- 
22, but the Wahine ended the 49ers’ 
chance of a fifth game after a Wahine 
kill and two 49er hitting errors. 

“They blocked very well in the last set, 
and we didn’t execute our offense,” Gim- 
millaro said. “Every player on that team 
is capable of playing really, really well.” 

Okpala carried the 49ers (12-10, 5-4 
Big West Conference) with an error- 
free night, as she contributed nine kills 
and hit at a .409 clip. Mackie finished 
with 11 kills, Haleigh Hampton finished 
with a team-leading six blocks and Ty- 
ler Jackson controlled the back row 
with 13 digs. 

Although Aigner-Swesey and Alex 
Reid were the only two players of the 
night with double-doubles, racking up 
a combined 27 kills and 27 digs, they 
acquired the lowest hitting percentages 
of the night, both going under .080. 

For the Rainbow Wahine (18-4, 7-3 
Big West), Taylor had the night’s best 
hitting percentage of .440 with 12 kills. 
Emily Hartong led the match with 21 
kills while Jade Vorster and Taylor 
dominated at the net with a combined 
15 blocks. Tai Manu-Olevao finished 
the night with 11 kills and Ali Longo 
with 18 digs. 

The 49ers will return to the Walter 
Pyramid to host UC Davis and Cal 
State. Northridge.this. weekend. They 
will take on the Aggies at 7 p.m. on Fri- 
day and the first-place Matadors at 7:30 
p.m. on Saturday.

Dominguez tried again in the 75th 
minute with a header, but it diverted 
too far to the right to successfully 
notch the equalizer. 

In the end, Sunday’s match ulti- 
mately became The Beach’s final 
game of 2013 and final collegiate 
game of the 49ers’five seniors. Ei- 
leen Maes, Cheyenne Saban, Jes-

Women's soccer loss caps rough weekend for LBSU

Long Beach State was having a rough week- 
end before Sunday afternoon. 

The women’s volleyball team had missed an 
opportunity to upset Hawaii the day before, and 
the men’s water polo team had lost a game it 
should have won against Pepperdine. 

The LBSU women’s soccer team, however, 
was in position to advance to the Big West 
Tournament after earning essential points in a 


tie with Cal State Fullerton on Halloween night. 


All they needed to do was beat UC Riverside, 
a former Big West bottom-dweller finishing a 
breakout season. 

The Highlanders didn’t have any momentum 
after losing each of their last four games. But 
they took control of their match at The Beach 
early and held on just long enough to book their 
first trip to the postseason since 2005. 

The 49ers made things interesting with eight 
shots in the second half, more than twice the 
amount they had in the first. They_pressured 


UCR relentlessly over the final 30 minutes of 
the game and created a couple very good op- 
portunities for themselves. 

The only problem was they weren’t pres- 
suring for enough of the game to ensure that a 
sufficient number of opportunities would turn 
into goals. 

One did turn into a goal: a header by Taylor 
Nelson off of a free kick from Regan Smithers 
in the 56th minute. At that point, though, the 
49ers were already down 2-0 and left with a 
massive hole to climb out of. 

The turning point in the game came when 
the Highlanders scored their second goal. It 
wasn’t like the first UCR goal, a beautiful inter- 
section of skill and luck, a perfectly-placed free 
kick hitting the right head in the pack rushing 
toward the LBSU goal. 

No, the second goal was much more simple. 
The 49ers had a breakdown on the back line, 
and all UCR forward Tyler Cunningham had to 
do was dribble down the side and poke it past 
LBSU goalkeeper Kaci McCain. 

One-goal deficits are manageable. Two-goal 
deficits are not. 

It’s hard not to be disappointed with the 
way this season turned out for the 49ers. With 
wins over Brigham Young, Texas Tech and UC 


Irvine, this LBSU team looked better than the 
rebuilding squad it was expected to be. 

Even without stat forward Eileen Maes, who 
has been injured since the 49ers’ Sept. 21 win 
oyer BYU, the “Niners looked to be capable of 
making a run for the Big West title. 

They would have gotten Maes back next 
week if they had won Sunday afternoon. The 
senior transfer would have gotten one more 
chance to lead her team to the NCAA tourna- 
ment. 

Instead, LBSU’s season is over, and the in- 
evitable speculation about next year will begin.
